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The  present  number  of  the  Bul¬ 
letin  is  devoted  entirely  to  Edu¬ 
cation,  being  a  list  of  books, 
pamphlets,  essays,  and  magazine 
articles  relating  to  the  subject,  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Maimonides  Library. 

The  value  of  the  collection  has 
been  sensibly  enhanced  by  generous 
donations  from  school  superinten¬ 
dents  and  heads  of  educational  in¬ 
stitutions,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the 
Library  are  heartily  extended.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  friends  of  the 
Library  will  continue  aiding  in  per¬ 
fecting  this  useful  and  valuable 
feature. 

All  who  desire  may  utilize  the  con¬ 
tents  of  the  library,  as  it  is  accessible 
to  the  public.  Teachers,  scholars 
ar.d  others  interested  are  invited  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
offered  for  reference  and  study.
